LONDON, May 6 (By A. P.).—The 
British line has been advanced on a 
considerable front between the 
Somme and Ancre rivers west-south- 
west of Morlancourt, says the of- 
ficial statement from Field Marshal 
Haig’s headquarters today. 

The British positions in the neigh- 
borhocd of Locon and the Lawe 
River on the southern leg of. the 
Lys salient in Flanders have been 
improved as the result of local 
fighting. 

The statement reads: 

“A successful minor operation was 
carried out.by us.last night betweén 
the Somme and Ancre Rivers, west- 
southwest of Morlancourt. Our line 
ir. this locality has been advanced on 
a considerable front in. spite of 
strong opposition from the enemy, 


whose losses were heavy. Over 150 
prisoners, two machine gins and a 
trench mortar were captured by our 
tr.ops. Our own casualties were 
slight. 

“Local fighting took place last 
night to our advantage in the neigh- 
borhood of Locon and the Law: 
River. Our positions in this locality 
have been improved.

P.).—AH records for rapid construc- 
tion of a ship were broken yester- 
day, when the 5548-ton steel collier 
Tuckahoe was launcheé at the yard 
of the New York Shipbuilding Cor- 
poration, in Camden, N. J. The keel 
of this ship was laid April 8 and 
only 27 working days were required 
to prepare the hull. for launching. 
The boat was 90 per cent completed 
when it slid into the waters of the 
Delaware and in 15 days more it will 
take its place in the commerce of the 


world, complete and ready for a 
cargo. 

A distinguished company witnessed 
the launching, including Charles M. 
Schwab, director-general of ship 
construction; Chairman Edward N. 
Hurley of the Shipping Board; Vice 
President Charles Piez, Francis T. 
Bowles and Senator Fletcher, chair- 
man of the Senate Commerce Com- 
mittee. Miss Helen Hurley, Chair- 
man Hurley’s 12-year-old daughter, 
christened the ship.

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN FRANCE, Sunday, May 5 (By A. 
P.).—One of the American patrols in 
the Luneville sector entered the 
hamlet of Anservillers early this 
morning and penetrated the German 
lines to a distance of 300 yards. On 
the way back the patrol discovered 


an enemy observation post in which 
were a Corporal and six men. The 
Americans promptly attacked, killing 
three of the enemy and taking the 
other four prisoners, one of them 
in a wounded condition. 

The first the Germans knew that 
the American patrol was near was 
when a shower of hand grenades fol- 
lowed by bullets hit the post. The 
patrol ceased firing when the enemy 
cried “Kamerad.” 

U. S. Artillery Effective. 

During the last three days the 
American artillery in the Luneville 
sector has completely chased the 
Germans from their front positions 
and have wiped certain sections of 
the targets in the enemy rear area 
off the map. This is the same artil- 
lery that not long ago-gave a similar 
performance in another Lorraine sec- 
tor. 

On the present occasion, so far as 
all investigation shows, the Germans 
have entirely abandoned the terri- 
tory at least as far back as a point 
beyond their second line. 

The only signs that they are there 
at all are a few hidden machine gun 
posts which cut loose when the op- 
portunity offers. Just now the Ger- 
man first and second lines are in 
about the same condition as No 
Man's Land, in which latter area the 
Americans are working more freely 
‘han ever before. 

The sections affected by the work 
of these American artillerymen are 
the line south, southwest and south- 
east of Halloville. 

(This town is approximately 13 
miles almost directly east of Lune- 
ville, and about six miles from the 
zerman border at its nearest point 
to the northeast.) 

The American raiders have found 
that the shells had worked terrific 
havoc at many places, plainly visible 
where the big projectiles from the 
heavy guns had fallen. 

Break Up Enemy Action. 

The Germans today again attempt- 
ed to occupy one of the former 
American trenches in the Bois Brule, 
west of Apremont, in the Toul seér- 
tor, which was the scene of the 
fighting April 10 and 12. Soon after 
midnight the American patrols dis- 
covered that the Germans had crept 
into the position with a Jlarge num- 
ber of machine guns and tools, ap- 
parently intending to consolidate the 
trenches with the German system. 

The American artillery went into 
action quickly sweeping a high ex- 
plosive barrage back and forth 
across the newly occupied ground. 
The guns. rained steel on the Ger- 
mans until nearly daylight, and 
when the patrols went out to investi- 
gate they found not a single enemy. 
Some material, however, had been 
left behind. 

There appeared to be reason for 
believing at.one time, after the Ger- 
mans were discovered, that another 
attack on the Americans was about 
to be launched, probably to cover 
the consolidation effort. Only quick 
action by the artillery smothered it. 

The Germans seem determined to 
carry out their designs against this 
position, and it is not unlikely that 
more sharp fighting will be seen 
here, for it is valuable to the enemy, 
although not very valuable to the 
Americans because of the nature of 
the terrain. ’

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Flyers Receive Alarm 


Squad Takes Air and Look Like Mosquitoes in 
Sky in Less Than Five Minutes—Com- 
- pare Notes on Return. 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN FRANCE, Friday, May 3 (By A. 
P.).—Here is what happens at an 
airdrome to which Americans are at- 
tached when an alarm comes in. The 
telephone bell rings at the hangar 
and the location of the enemy is re- 
peated in a loud voice by the‘ Ser- 


geant. A number of young Amer- 
icans, overalled, helmeted and boot- 
ed, swing into their machines, the 
propellers are turned .over and one 
after another the machines dash 
across the field. They take the air 
quickly and in less than five min- 
utes from the time the bel! rings 
the airplanes look like mosquitoes 
in the sky. 
Return in Less Than Hour. 

In three-quarters of an hour they 
are back again and compare notes. 

“Did you see anything?” one yells 
to another. 

“One Hun away back 
many,’ comes the reply. 

“What were those three machines 
north of ——-—?” is the next ques- 
tion. 

“They looked like French, but you 
never know,” was the answer on this 
particular occasion. 

Then the Americans climb out and 
sit around and wait for the end of 
their tour of duty or for another 
alarm. The weather is getting warm 
now but in the air it is still cold, so 
the pilots still must wear heavy 
clothing. Because the clothing is 
cumbersome the airmen usually sit 
around perspiring rather than waste 
a second should a hurry-up cail 
come. The American airmen are 
using the machine guns which have 
been found most effective by the 
Anglo-French army. Some of the 
Americans are completing their 
training in glying in formations on 
patrol in fast chasers, while 6thers 
are learning observation and pho- 
tograph work. 

The photographing machines are 
getting full opportunity to work 
freely, for the same youths who go 
out on the alert calls take turns in 


in Ger- 


protecting the photographers while 
they aré at work. : 
Four More Air Fights. 

Four more aerial batles have just 
been reported by American airmen 
flying in the sector northwest of 
Toul. All the combats were indeci- 
sive, Although one of the American 
machines returned with bullet holes 
in its wings and two others with 
holes torn from fragments of shelis 
from \anti-aircraft guns. How the 
Germans fared ig not. known. 

The first report was from the pilot 
of a pursuit airplane who encoun- 
tered the enemy over the lines at a 
height of 6000 meters. The pair 
fought several minutes, the German 
finally turning quickly and running 
into the direct line of the sun on his 
homeward way, getting clear. 

Later an American photographing 
machine was attacked by two enemy 
airplanes. The American observer 
emptied one of his guns into the 
enemy machines. The American 
pilot exercised discretion and turned 
homeward. The Germans ‘remained 
in pursuit until the American anti- 
aircraft guns picked them up. Then 
they turned and went home. The 
American airplane circled once or 
twice and then went back over the 
lines and resumed the photographic 
operations where they had been left 
off. 

Another report now available re- 
lates a somewhat similar incident, 
except that this time three of the 
enemy attacked two of our machines 
which were workihg with our artil- 
lery. 

In the fourth engagement, a Ger- 
man sailed up in the direction of one 
of the American photographic 
planes, but one of the fast American 
fighting machines rushed in, causing 
the German to turn and flee toward 
home. The German anti-aircraft 
pieces got busy at the same time and 
broke out numerous ‘flower pots,” 
or, as the British airmen call them, 
“flying onions.” This is an “Archie” 
shell, which, when it bursts, throws 
in all direction’ smaller projectiles, 


each of which also bursts.

There was also confusion. arising 
from wholesale reliefs and the ar- 
rival of strange troops in the Ger- 
man area. 

The allied artillery has been main- 
taining an incessant bombardment of 
enemy territory and Friday night, 
before the projected German attack, 
the French and British gunners 
played havoc with the German prep- 
arations. The allied troops also 
have been carrying out local opera- 
tions which improved their lines and 
upset enemy schemes. 

Yesterday the allies occupied a 
larger number of important positions 
at various points along the front of 
4000 vards west of Kemmel. The Brit- 
ish also made an udvance of 500 
yards along a front of 1000 yards 
northwest of Locon, thereby gaining 
a number of positions which had 
been contested many days. This 
morning the Germans tried to re- 
gain some of these positions, but 
were repulsed. An enemy attack 
yesterday morning in the Locon area 
under cover of a heavy barrage like- 
wise was smashed. 

On the southern battlefront the 
British Jast night, near Sailly-Le- 
Sec, advanced their line in a minor 
operation .without casualties. The 
German prisoners taken in all these 
local engagements make a consider- 
able total. 


Emperor Charles Arrives at / the 
Italian Front. 

GENEVA, Switzerland, May 6 (By 
A. P.).—It is officially announced 
from Vienna that Emperor Charles,

Wounded Airman, Back in Lon- 
don, Says Flyers Have Ac- 
courted for 106 m Six Weeks. 


LONDON, May 6 (By A. P.).—A 
wounded airman back from France 
reports that the squadron operating 
in an important sectotr on the Ami- 
ens front has probably established a 
record by downing 106 enemy ma- 
chines in six weeks, including 21 on 
one day. 

The only member of the squadron 
known to have been wounded up to 
the time this man returned to Lon- 
don, said it was hard work getting

Potatoes are too perishable 


and bulky to ship to Europe. 
On the other hand, it is neces- 
sary to save the largest possible 
amount. of wheat for shipment 
to Europe. Original calculations 
were that the allied countries 
needed 100,000,000 bushels of 
wheat this year, but because of 
deficiencies in transport from 
South America and Australia, 
the demand has been raised to 


160,000,000 bushels. To feed the 
allied countries, we must take 
from our normal wheat con- 
sumption, not 16 per cent, as at 
first figured, but 30 per cent.

PARDONED SOLDIER SON 
OF EAST ST. LOUISAN 


Father Got First News of Case 
rivate F. D. Sebastion in 
Yesterday’s Post-Dispatch.

Private Forest D. Sebastian, one 
of the two American soldiers who 
were sentenced to death for sleeping 
on sentry duty in France, but who 


were saved by pardons issued Satur- 
day by President Wilson, is a son of 
Frank Sebastian, a cigar maker liv- 
ing at Edgemont, East St. Louis. 
Forest Sebastian received one of the 
two pardons. The elder Sebastian 
today wrote to President Wilson, 
thanking him for sparing the son's 
life. 

The soldier was arrested, tried, 
convicted and sentenced by a court- 
martial, his case reviewed by the 
President and a pardon issued before 
the father learned of it yesterday by 
reading in the Post-Dispatch that his 
son had been spared. 

Sebastian is 20 years old. He en- 
listed in an infantry regiment in 
April, 1917, at Jefferson Barracks, a 
few days after war was declared. He 
had been an electrician in a mine 
at Eldorado, lll. He has a younger 
brother and a sister, who live at El- 
dorado. 

In his latest letter to his father, 
written March 14 and received April 
1, he said: “We are sending over 
six or seven shells to the Huns’ one. 
I have been right in the front trench. 
We can hear the bullets whistle, but 
can’t tell where they come from. I 
am in arest camp now. Everything 
is fine; don’t worry about me.” 

Sebastian was much moved when 
he discovered the grave trouble in 
which his son had been. He an- 
nounced that he would write his 
thanks to the President as soon as 
he could “put his mind on it.” 

“Forest is a good American,” he 
said. “I know if he did anything 
wrong it was an accident. He was 
all for going to:>war as soon as the 
United States got in. He wouldn't 
be satisfied until he had enlisted. I’m 
mighty glad he wasn't disgraced or 
imprisoned.”

Candy and Drink Makers to Be Re- 
stricted to Assure Sugar for 
Home Canncfrs. 

WASHINGTON, May 6 (By A. P.). 
——-Manufactruers using sugar except 
to make essential food products will 
be put on strict rations, the Food 
Administration announces, to as- 
sure sufficient supplies for home 
canners and the commercial manu- 
facturers of preserves, jams and oth- 
er foodstuffs regarded as essential. 

Under the restrictions effective 
May 15, manufacturers of less essen- 
tials, particularly confectionery and 
soft drinks, will be allowed to use 
only 80 per cent of last year’s @e- 
quirements.

Nevertheless, as the play is given 
here, the episode of the girl’s surren- 
der and of the child is completely 
eliminated. Instead of the frenzied 
parting of the awakened woman 
from her lover, Jeannine prosnically 
brings his breakfast in the morning 
and packs his grip. We learn that 
he accomplishes his hazardous mis- 
sion and returns promptly in safety. 
But he does not see Jeannine again‘ 
for a year, although in the first act 
leave of absence had been pressed 
upon him following another exploit, 
in which he won the Victoria Cross. 
Why a year is inexplicable—until 
one remembers that in the first ve-:- 
sion time was needed to explain the 
presence of the child.

SENSIBLE GERMAN WAR PRISONERS. 

A special German commission has arrived at 
Moscow to supervise the task of exchanging pris- 
oners of war. The number of captured soldiers of 
the Central Powers still held in Russia is placed 
at 1,000,000 and their return to the ranks of the 
fighters would impose serious problems on the 
allies. Great difficulties, however, will be en- 
countered in the work of exchange. Most of the 
prisoners are in Siberia. Transit facilities are 
meager. Many of the prisoners have been scat- 
tered since the beginning of Bolshevik rule. To 
repatriate them all will require much time, espe- 
cially if, as is said, slow water transportation must 
be relied on. 

A greater difficulty lies in the fact that a large 
proportion of the prisoners do not want to re- 
turn. They have made themselves very com- 
fortable in Russia. To go back to Germany or 
Austria means short food supplies, exhausting la- 
bor in munitions factories, hardship in the 
trenches, wounds and in many cases death. Not 
a few have imbibed revolutionary sentiments. 
These Germans and Austrians must be credited 
with a good deal of sense.

tion toward the success of “Potato Week,” 


With a view of popularizing the 
humble and nutritious potato and 
increasing its use by St. Louis house- 
wives, as a substitute for wheat, the 
Educational Department of the Food 
Conservation Committee has gath- 
ered together a sheaf of excellent 
and palatable new recipes for the 
use of the lowly spud in bread bak- 
ing and other dishes not ordinarily 
seen on the table of the average St. 
Louis family. 

Here are some of them: 

~ Potato Soup. 

Two cups hot riced or mashed po- 
tatoes, 1 quart milk, 2 slices onion, 
3 tablespoons butter, 2 tablespoons 
flour (rice flour or corn flour), 1% 


| teaspoons 
cayenne, 1 teaspoon chopped parsley. 


salt, Celery salt, pepper, 


Melt the butter, add to it the flour 


and seasonings, stirring the mixture 


until smooth. Add gradually to this, 
one cup of milk and boil for one 
minute. Add the potato, mix thor- 
oughly, then add the rest of the 
milk and the slice of onion. Heat to 
boiling. Remove the onion, strain the 
soup if necessary add the parsley 
and serve. Water saved from cook- 
ing celery is a good addition to po- 
tato soup. Two cups of tomato juice 
and 1-16 teaspoon of soda may be 
substituted for two cups of milk.

SECONDHAND FURNITURE 
IN BIG DEMAND IN ENGLAND 


Chancellor of Exchequer Said to Con- 
template Putting a Special Tax 
on Dealers’ Profits. 


LONDON, May 6.—A rumor has 
gone the round of the second-hand 
furniture shops that the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer contemplates a 
special tax on the profits of second- 
hand furniture dealers. 

Second-hand furniture has ad- 
vanced with rapid strides since the 
war began, until today it ranks with 


ships, pigs, guns, rabbits, shells, 
wheat and potatoes in the list of 
national necessities. People are un- 


able to buy enough new furniture, 
and the second-hand variety today is 
worth “any amount of money,” a dis- 
creet expert told a correspondent. 

If you visit an ordinary second- 
hand furniture salesroom in these 
days you find a scene recalling 
auction rooms when they sell old 
masters at so many hundred’ pounds |_° 
to the square inch. The sale room is 
so crowded with dealers that the 
porters _have to fight their way 
through the mob with the articles 
for sale, and they become s0 used 
to butting people in the small of the 
back with the hind leg of a heavy 
armchair that they omit to apologize. 
One of the strongest demands is 
for pianos. An advertisement re- 
cently appeared in a Dublin news- 
paper stating that « visitor from 
London was prepared to buy all the 
pianos that were offered him in a 
week, paying money down. Very 
likely he sold them at a handsome 
profit in Lancashire. 

Almost anything thta can be called 
a piano will sell well in the auction 
room. It is no uncommon thing to 
see $100 to $125 paid for a piano 
which would probably not have 
fetched $50 to $60 before the war.
